The question was raised by ;he Op- 
jiosltion as to the measurcs taken by 
llic Government to prevent the biR 
fi.>.h from .';w-:ill(r»inL- the .sm.'iller ones. 

"I am unaware of any measures ta- 
ken in this direction." replied G. Nairn 
"but I know that a biB fish, in the form 
of the Government, is going to swal- 
low a small fish, the Opposition, to- 
nigrht; (Laughter) . 

The Speaker, Mr. K. H. Hu^isson, 
then called for order, and asked for 
the Presentation of Bills for the First 
Heaiding. As none were rortbcoming 
lie next called for peiltions, but this 
llkewiHe drew a blajik.: 

The piece de resistance was then 
called for — "The third reading ol the 
Bill to esta-bllBh a bonus on coal pro- 
duced in the Province of Nova Scotia" 

This reading was moved by Gordon 
JCairn. who spoke as follows: "This 
ciuestion is of paramount importance 
in Canada .today. Our dépendance on 
our neighbours to the South for our 
coal supply is si-eadily increasing. 
About lony years ago coal became an 
industrial factor in Ca,nada, and, since 
then, our consumption has been rising 
iiapidly. Anthracite coal was discover- 
od In PcniiBylvaiiiu and by t-xliibllini; 
their producLs lliroughout Canada the 
American producers succeeded in mo- 
nopoliising our markets. During the 
U. S. coal strike- in 1902, the price ol 
coal, in Cunadii. rose to $3G per ion, 
and this alrlltt ws kuenly fell by the 
Canadian coiisuiiier. Two years ago 
our eyes were oiieiied to our dépend- 
ance on the U. S. for coal: due to the 
ïU-ike at that time, unly '.<[>, {>[){) oui 
of JDO,000,00(I luiiH were mined. 
Misery Worked by Strikoe, 

Tile result will be rciiieniberbd: our 
industries were first affeclod, and thon 
our domestic life I'clt the pinch: queutn 
wore ill evidence; sickness developeU 
duc lo lack of lieat; all these followed 
in the wake of this disaster. J^uriiig 
all this, our own rcsourcus wore le- 
niaining undeveloped. 

The United Slates have not our un- 
liniitcO .'iupply and, booner or later, 
they will place an oiiibargo on coal to 



Canada: wc will then have to gel our 
own .Mipply. This is the reason why 
this Bill is being Introduced. Due to 
their gcogrnphicul position, the Marl- 
lime Provinces have hcrotoforo boon 
loCl out ot the life of the Dominion and 
wc should now ^levolop their coal 
mine?." I'ipriirca were then quoted to 
show tho ^^no^n^'ll^^ qnanllios of co.xl 
that Canada hns at hor command— 
■wititing to he mined. 

"Although anthracite Is preferred to 
soft coal, expcrt.s have shown ih.u the 
Intter, when I'r.ipciV/ handled, will give 
equally snii.'factiiry rC'SUh-"'. 

"TMoicfore tt 's our national piii.jy 
to develop these raliio.., as the Un.tf..' 
Slates support may fall us at any n|n- 
nte." (Applause). 

Thif Bill which provided for a bonus 
of S1..">P. jier ton. was seconded by Sc'.i- 
arfo. of the Governmen. 

Spector, Chief AVhip of the Oppoai 
tion, was the next speaker. "Canada Is 
;it pre.'seni, at a crucial period of her 
history." he stated, "Jlen of strong 
brawn are needed, men with broayd 
minds and men of great capacity — not 
politicians. These have turned their 
Coats since the last meeting. 

Bill a Subsidy to Corporations 

"This Bill will increase taxation and 
will be of benefit only to one section 
— namely the British Empire Steel Cor, 
poralion. This Bill senses of the Tea- 
I>ot Dome proceedings. The relieving 
of unemployment by Increased taxation 
will result in bankruptcj-. A subsidy 
doesnt mean that Canadian coal can 
compete with the American product, 
the figure of J1.50 per ton wHl not 
enable such competition." 

Nairn then asked for figures to jus- 
tify these latter atateroeats and Spec- 
tor replied &8.t coal ^'as being mined 
and delivered at the plt'mouth at J3.S0 
per ion . He contiifiued to state that 
■s-uch a bonut would have to be allotted 
as to make taxation a burden . Quebec 
and Ontario industries he said, v/ould 
continue to buy coal from Pennsylv.-uiia 
as they were bound by long contractH. 
He then raised the question as to why 
the Governraeni did not set Ihe exmii- 
pie by buying coal from Nova Scotia 
There was . some discussion, then, as 
to wliether the Government di<l, or 
did not, get coal fi-oni U. S., Janes and 
Nalj-n upholding the alfii-inalive. 

Spector wound up by running down 
tile prosent Government and its meth- 
ods, citing a deficit of •nillion!' of dol- 
lais, the C. N. Rys., and the West 
He emphasized the jioini ihal ^urtlie 
taxation was ridiculous In viuw of the 
present bad business conditions. The 
Opposition, he concluded, wajs in favor 
of helping -N'ova Scotia jud of In^prov. 
iug the l\. It. facilltiKH; thiy proposed 
a rc-organi/.aiion of the N.' S. mines 
under Government supervision. "The 
Government", he added, as a final 
thrust, "Is either mad or bad!" 

Bob l-'orlune, of the Goveriiiiicnl, 
tli'.-n sought 10 justify t,he Bill: "A con- 
cise account of the Issue at ho.nd hus

Superstitious beliefs which have profoundly influenced the 
/.lives of people in past generations are becoming more and more 
^^tt|nèrable and obsolete. This is particularly evident in western 
^^latipns^. and among the younger people of those nations. Almost 
™-îfany;'dày one may sec somebody walking boldly beneath a lean- 
ing ladder, or a trio using the same match, without paying any 
more attention to the act than perhaps passing a cynical remark 
, about the dire calamities supposed to result from it. The sue" 
cess of multifarious tricks practiced by magicians depended on 
, ,the superstitious tendencies of their witnesses, who firmly be- 
lieved they saw what reason would readily tell them they did not 
■'•see'..- 

When skepticism asserted itself and reason was resorted to, 
magician became the fool instead of a human being endowed 
I^JWith supernatural powers. There is no more striking example of 
this than an incident which occurred at the Wembley 
Exhibition. A feature at that Empire event long looked forward 
to was an exhibition of the famous Indian rope trick. It was to 
be the crowning glory of the exhibits from India. An Indian 
juggler was present who said that he could do the^trickilancl ^iti 
was arranged to demonstrate it in the presence of representatives 
of the press. At last the wonder of Indian magic was to be veri- 
fied. The story about this extraordinary bit of juggling is fa- 
The magician throws a rope up. into thé air,' where it 
hangs as if suspended from something. His assistant climbs up 
and disappear until soon his dismembered body falls into a basket 
i^!^^" ground, out of which he presently steps intact and smiling. 
Alas, under the skeptical eyes of the reporters the attempt was 
H'an entire failure. The performance was indefinitely postponed. 
'Mr. was suggested that the proper way to account for the' sup- 

posed phenomenon was that it had never been seen except by 
some whose minds were in an hypnotic state. Transplanted in a 
western civi1iz;ation, under the critical eyes of skeptical witnesses, 
^j^^ trick failed to materialize 

-Aburd as.they may s»em to us to-day, such things which are 
based on superstition at one time we-c, and still are, in scgregaVf^d 
parts of the world, stern realities. Whether life has lost any of 
'^-^its colqur because of their passing is doubtful. There is at least 
a great deal of satisfaction in being sure that nothing will happen 
if we walk under a ladder unless the ladder falls.

He contended thai, in spite of this 
recent siions opposition to this syn- 
dicate tho minister now offers them 
elpht n-(illion dollars. The Ministe.* 
defeated his policy a.g being sole y 
for the benefit of the mines and 
miners. • In maintenance and supply 
of work, and not as beinp a benefit to 
any financial interests. 

Forsey declared that the opposi- 
tion were ready to develop the coal 
mines of the Maritimes, of all the 
Dominion, but opposes any subsidy 
which will aid corpor^ions aoicfly 
and singled out the B. E Steel. This 
Company of somewhat tjnsavory re- 
putation is badly managed and the

excessive. He proposed that the Steel 
Corporation be, taken over, and put 
iinder the control of Canadian capl- 
taliats^under- geremmeat^^auperTision 
The remedy of the conditions of the 
miners would follow immiediately.
